has been high. 
—Welfare and Medicaid payments, 
driven up by recession, brought about 
major spending increases in fiscal 
1975. 
—The rate of increase in state 
government expenditures has been 
leveled by budget-balancing efforts of 
governors and legislatures rn the 
current fiscal year 
States are spending dollars ear­ 
marked for capital expenditures on 
current operations 
“To the extent that states had sur­ 
pluses in any real sense, they have 
virtually disappeared," the statement 
said. 
The report was prepared by the 
National Association of State Budget 
Officers and the National Association 
for State Information Systems 
Copies have been sent to President 
Ford, top administration officials, 
congressional leaders and governors, 
many of whom now are preparing 
state budgets.

Commerce Director J. Gordon 
Peltier told majority Democrats 
Wednesday it was impossible for him 
to fulfill his agency's statutory 
requirements on the pared-down budg­ 
et appropriated by the legislature. His 
testimony came at a joint Senate- 
House Finance Committee hearing 
One of Ohio’s major regulatory 
bodies, the commerce department 
received $248,700 less for operating 
expenses in the current fiscal period 
than it did for the 1973-75 biennium 
With the exception of the trans­ 
portation department, all other state 
agencies were granted a funding in­ 
crease by the Democratie-controlled 
General Assembly. 
Peltier, who laid off 70 employes last 
year, said he still faced a personal 
services deficit (salaries) of $175,000 


That figure grows every pay day, he 
said. 
Peltier, a confidant of Gov. James A. 
Rhodes, was embroiled in a con­ 
troversy as commerce director when 
Rhodes previous term expired in 1970 
over Peltier’s handling of tests for real 
estate brokers licenses 
A group of Senate Democrats 
struggled to defeat his reassignment 
last year, but the appointment .slipped 
through the Senate by a 17-16 vote 
The com m erce department is 
responsible for regulating banks, 
savings 
and 
loan 
associations, 
securities sales and real estate 
licensing 
Peltier also oversees a 
( 'onsumer Protection Division which is 
at the heart of the current dispute 
Democratic leaders, who want all

Brown, are disturbed because Peltier 
has transferred money from other 
commerce divisions to keep his con­ 
sumer operation afloat 
"Our various attempts to obtain

Peltier has cut his consumer staff 
from 22 to 12. He has also laid off 15 
tank examiners; eight building and 
loan examiners; nine fire-prevention 
specialists, two arson inspectors and 
ll securities examiners 
"At the present level of 26 field 
examiners," he said, "It is reasonable 
to expect that IOO to 150 tanks would 
not be examined in 1976. thereby 
resulting in over one half of the state 
tanks not being examined annually as 
required by statute.”

Ocasek said his caucus acted after 
receiving legal counsel's assurances 
the legislature wasn’t affected by the 
"sunshine law” which took effect last 
Nov 28 
In part, 
he cited constitutional 
language that says legislators may 
close their meetings by a two-thirds 
vote of members. But ta went further, 
saying it generally is agreed that a 


political m eeting, "or caucus or 
whatever you want to call it, isn’t the 
same as conducting the public's busi­ 
ness.” 
The decision was thrust upon 
majority Democrats in the two 
chambers since one section of the bill 
defines a public meeting as one at­ 
tended by a majority (rf the members 
of a public agency Democrats control 
the House 39-40 and the Senate 21-12. 
House Speaker Vernal G. Rifle Jr., 
I MB New Boston, announced at the 
outset that ta had decided on closed 
caucuses 
of 
his 
Democrats. 
Republicans in both chambers made 
similar responses when asked if they 
planned to abide by the law rn spirit 
In other action, the Senate and 
House breezed through floor action on 
a total six bills, most of them of 
relatively small significance 


A joint session of the finance com­ 
mittees of the two chambers began a 
review of the state's two operating 
budget, healing first from Gordon 
Peltier, commerce director. His 
agency is one of five Republican 
departments having their money 
problems reviewed in the wake of a 
state fiscal dilemma 
The House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, at the same time, heard an 
explanation of a major bill to reform 
state property tax laws and give real 


estate owners a break from inflation 
triggered tax increases.

The safe, which has had a checkered 
history , will g o on formal pu blic 
ex hibit in the Capitol Monday when its 
ou ter doors will be opened to the ac­ 
companiment of speeches by Hou se 
Speaker Carl Albert and others. 
Plans are still being made for the 
Ju ly 4 opening of its inner strong box , 
which contains the mementos. 
Correspondence of Mrs. Deihm and 
others, howev er, g iv es some idea of 
the contents: au tog raphs and photo­ 
g raphs of political fig u res, poems, 
short stories, a book containing 800,000 
names of g ov ernment employ es, au to­ 
g raphs of orators, clerg y men, poets, 
scientists, historians and merchants, a 
silv er inkstand and two g old and pearl 
pens.

Charles F. Deihm made more than IOO 
years ago for linking the Centennial 
and Bicentennial of U.S. independ­ 
ence. 
Mrs. Deihm, a New York City 
publisher described in the archives as 
a dedicated patriot and a Civil War 
widow, was an enthusiastic supporter 
of the 1876 Centennial Exposition in 
Philadelphia. 
She conceived the idea of collecting 
mementos of that celebration and 
memorabilia of the period and locking 
them in an ornate safe mg to be opened 
until July 4,1976, and then only by “ the 
Chief Magistrate," presumably the 
president. 
The safe, which has had a checkered 
history, w ill go on formal public 
exhibit in the Capitol Monday when its 
outer doors w ill be opened to the ac­ 
companiment of speeches by House 
Speaker Carl Albert and others. 
Plans are still being made for the 
July 4 opening of its inner strongbox, 
which contains the mementos. 
Correspondence of Mrs. Deihm and 
others, however, gives some idea of 
the contents: autographs and photo­ 
graphs of political figures, poems, 
short stories, a book containing 800,000 
names of government employes, auto­ 
graphs of orators, clergymen, poets, 
scientists, historians and merchants, a 
silver inkstand and two gold and pearl 
pens 
The autographs to a great extent 
were gathered by Mrs. Deihm herself, 


She toured the country armed with a 
letter of introduction from President 
Rutherford B. Hayes and other high 
officials. 
Her plans included other exhibits in 
addition to the safe: three Russian 
leather albums enclosed in rosewood 
and ebony cases to contain pictures 
and autographs of U.S. leaders, up­ 
dated every two years. 
However, the albums and cases 
disappeared long ago, along with the 
key to the safe. The safe itself vanished 
from sight and was almost forgotten. 
Congress took no steps formally to 
accept it, but let it be placed in the 
Capitol. As time went by, it was 
shunted to a storage space under the 
steps, half exposed to the elements. 
Five years ago, then-architect of the 
Capitol George M. White took an in­ 
terest in Mrs. Deihm's gift and 
suggested to congressional leaders 
that it be given a role in the Bicen­ 
tennial observances. 
The key was found in the possession

The boy’s parents initially were 
awarded $25,000. 
But the Supreme Court said the 
railroad’s failure to prevent a trespass 
was not misconduct, and "There is 
absolutely no other evidence in the 
record supportive of the plaintiff’s al­ 
legation of wanton misconduct.” 
In another decision, the court 
reinstated a $50,000 personal injury 
judgment against the industrial 
chemical division of Mobil Oil Corp. in 
connection with a 1967 industrial ac­ 
cident. 
The court gave the judgment to Sam 
Walker of Cincinnati, an employe of 
the Newberry Construction Co., who 
was injured at a Mobil site near Fer­ 
v id , Ohio, on July 19, 1967. 
A jury awarded the $50,000 to 
Walker. But the Hamilton County 
Common Pleas Court refused to accept 
the verdict, saying Walker had not 
proven his case. 
The Supreme Court reversed the 
decision and ordered the trial judge to 
accept the jury verdict. 
The court also upheld the legality of 
a hospital regulation which penalized a

WASHINGTON (AP) - A petition 
was filed Wednesday with the Federal 
Communications Commission which, 
if successful, could have broad 
ramifications for electric utility com­ 
panies providing pole attachments to 
cable TV firms. 
The action asks the FCC to crack 
down on an Ohio power company for 
allegedly 
engaging 
in 
abusive 
monopoly practices in charging cable 
television for use of its poles. 
The petition by the National Cable 
Television Association and Continental 
Cablevision of Ohio against Toledo 
Edison asked the FCC to revoke the 
utility firm’s industrial radio license. 
The petition said Toledo Edison has 
shown callous disregard for an FCC- 
promulgated formula which bases pole 
attachment rates on reasonable 
division of actual costs. 
The association and Continental 
said, “Without the privilege of using 
licensed facilities in a portion of the 
radio spectrum especially designated 
for power companies, the licensee 
would be unable to continue its normal 
business activities and could not 
engage in (ita) monopolistic con­ 
duct... 
"Failure by the FCC to revoke 
Toledo Edison's licenses would con­ 
done (its) arrogant disregard for the 
commission’s regulatory superin- 
tendance of the integrated nationwide 
development of cable TV,” they said.

NEW YORK (AP) - If prospects are 
so improved this year, as many a 
businessman has told us, why isn’t 
industry willing to back that view with 
good hard cash? 
Capital spending plans — that is, 
plans for new production machinery, 
larger plants and the like — remain 
pessimistic, according to the latest 
survey by the Commerce Department. 
In fact, the survey suggests no in­ 
crease at all. 
No analysis is required to determine 
that some of the same executives who 
have been talking publicly 
about 
improved sales and prospects seem to 
have private thoughts and plans that 
conflict with such statements. 
This wouldn’t be the first time that 
businessm en have told different 
stories to different audiences. To 
stockholders, for example, they tend to 
emphasize how high are profits. To the 
union, they talk of depressed earnings. 
But this might not be the situation at 
all in regard to capital spending plans. 
There are indications that the survey, 
when taken, accurately reflected their 
views. But views change, and so do 
plans. 
Investment analysts are inclined to 
believe that if the survey, taken in late 
November and early December, were 
repeated today it would tell a different, 
much more positive and encouraging 
story. 
Businessmen are like most human 
beings in that, when times are bleak, 
they tend to project the future through 
a grey lens. A lot has happened in the 
past four or five weeks to bring a little 
color into the picture.

Retail sales picked up strength, for 
one thing.

Businessmen might have hoped and 
believed that their sales would im­ 
prove, but they didn’t put their money 
on it. They waited for a signal from the 
consumer; they didn’t dare make any 
assumptions about his behavior. 
Now that some signals have been 
received, it is likely that the 19 76 
projection of $119 .6 8 billion in capital 
spending will be exceeded. But more 
good news must continue to pour forth 
if it is to be exceeded by much. 
I^arge as it is, this economy of ours is 
a fragile and sensitive mechanism. No 
gear moves independently of any 
other. No defect in one gear can be 
isolated from the others. It is all one 
mechanism. 
If the consumer doesn’t join with the 
producer, neither can operate ef­ 
fectively. If the consumer doesn’t have 
a job, he can’t buy what is produced 
and the producer can’t expand his 
plant to make jobs available. 
A little momentum has been built up, 
and that’s why capital spending plans 
today are probably a bit better than 
they were a month ago. The gears of 
the economy are beginning to mesh 
and do their job, but the whole piece of 
machinery still needs a lot of tuning. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A con­ 
sumer protection bill seen by some as 
partisan got a boost Tuesday when the 
Democratic attorney general’s office 
said it would drop the provision which 
most antagonizes Republicans. 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Robert Tongren said 
the

would 
not 
demand 
a 
provision transferring some consumer 
protection 
functions 
from 
the 
Republican-controlled 
Commerce 
Department to the attorney general. 
“ If it appears to the committee that 
the consolidation (of functions) would 
overshadow the real benefits to con­ 
sumers in this bill, the attorney 
general would not be opposed to an 
amendment deleting this portion,” 
Tongren told the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. 
After 
the 
com m ittee 
hearing, 
Tongren said the attorney general still 
would like the provision, but “ we’d just 
as soon forget the partisan dogfight.” 
The announcement met with ap­ 
proval of Sen. Thomas A. Van Meter, 
R-19 Ashland, who had begun quizzing 
Tongren on the provision. 
“ If that section is removed, I think 
then it could be looked at in more of a 
bipartisan sense,” Van Meter said. 
A bill last year which would have 
stripped the Commerce Department of 
its consumer protection functions was 
fought doggedly by Republicans. The 
bill was part of the so-called “ Six-Day 
War” between the parties and is 
stalled in a court suit brought by GOP 
senators. 
The Commerce Department section 
is a minor part of the present bill. The 
remainder of the complex measure 
strengthens the 4-year-old Consumer 
Sales Practices Act. 
Among its provisions: 
—It brings real estate sales under 
the law’s provisions. 
—It expands the definition of con­ 
sum er crim e from the 
present 
“ deceptive p ractices” to include 
“ unfair practices.” 
—It allows the attorney general to 
seek fines on violators of up to $1,000 
per violation to a maximum of $50,000. 
—It allows swindled consumers to 
file lawsuits for triple dam ages plus 
attorneys fees. They now generally are 
limited to the cost of the item involved, 
and attorney fees often make the 
litigation unattractive. 
—It would require merchants to 
have a factual basis for making ad­ 
vertising claims. 
—It would allow a court to bar a 
merchant from doing business in Ohio.

What is the meaning of a “ lazy 
eye” ?

Dear Mrs. E.: 
Amblyopia is sometimes referred to 
as a “ lazy eye.” It is not a rare con­ 
dition. It is readily detected in young 
children who seem to have poor vision. 
In some cases, the eyes may be 
crossed. Older children may complain 
that letters or pictures are not distinct 
and run together. Occasionally, there 
may be unusual sensitivity to light. 
Some children may be distressed by 
looking at television. 
Eye 
sp ecialists, 
with 
their 
remarkable new 
instruments, can 
readily come to the conclusion as to the 
best form of treatment. 
These ophthalmologists can correct, 
without surgery in many instances, the 
“ lazy eye.” Corrective glasses and eye 
exercises are very effective.

Dear Mr. E.: 
“ Pitting edema,” or swelling of the 
legs and feet, can be caused by a 
variety of conditions. Some are simple. 
Others are more complicated. 
Each should be carefully studied to 
determine the exact cause. Marked 
obesity and varicose veins, especially 
in people who stand on their feet all 
day, can produce such swelling. 
Women in the premenstrual phase 
sometimes develop temporary ac­ 
cumulation and retention of fluid in 
their body tissues. 
There are other more complicated 
reasons for persistent swelling of the 
legs and feet. I do not mean to frighten 
you by telling you and my readers that 
people with chronic heart disease, 
kidney disease and lung conditions or 
severe liver disorders may also have 
such swelling. 
I mention these so that you can 
recognize the need for a thorough 
examination in order to pinpoint the 
exact cause. It is very likely that your 
problem is not a serious one. Never­ 
theless, you would be doing yourself a 
great injustice if you did not check the 
cause of the swelling with your 
physician.

Capital spending plans — that is. 
plans for new production machinery, 
larger plants and the like — remain 
pessimistic, according to the latest 
survey by the Commerce Department. 
In fact, the survey suggests no in­ 
crease at all. 
No analysis is required to determine 
that some of the same executives who 
have been talking publicly about 
improved sales and prospects seem to 
have private thoughts and plans that 
conflict with such statements. 
This wouldn’t be the first time that 
businessmen have told different 
stories to different audiences. To 
stockholders, for example, they tend to 
emphasize how high are profits. To the 
union, they talk of depressed earnings 
But this might not be the situation at 
all in regard to capital spending plans. 
There are indications that the survey, 
when taken, accurately reflected their 
views. But views change, and so do 
plans. 
Investment analysts are inclined to 
believe that if the survey, taken in late 
November and early December, were 
repeated today it would tell a different, 
much more positive and encouraging 
story. 
Businessmen are like most human 
beings in that, when times are bleak, 
they tend to project the future through 
a grey lens. A lot has happened in the 
past four or five weeks to bring a little 
color into the picture. 


Retail sales picked up strength, for 
one thing Inflation receded a bit. 
Interest rates fell. And in general, 
business activity began to gain 
strength 
All this has undoubtedly 
lifted the hopes of businessmen. 
But, while the suggestion exists that 
businessmen will spend more freely 
than is indicated by the Commerce De­ 
partment survey, it is imprudent to 
ignore the evidence of caution. 
Businessmen might have hoped and 
believed that their sales would im­ 
prove, but they didn't put their money 
on it. They waited for a signal from the 
consumer; they didn’t dare make any 
assumptions about his behavior. 
Now that some signals have been 
received, it is likely that the 1976 
projection of $119.68 billion in capital 
spending will be exceeded. But more 
good news must continue to pour forth 
if it is to be exceeded by much. 
large as it is, this economy of ours is 
a fragile and sensitive mechanism. No 
gear moves independently of any 
other. No defect in one gear can be 
isolated from the others. It is all one 
mechanism 
If the consumer doesn’t Join with the 
producer, neither can operate ef­ 
fectively. If the consumer doesn’t have 
a job, he can’t buy what is produced 
and the producer can’t expand his 
plant to make jobs available. 
A little momentum has been built up, 
and that’s why capital spending plans 
today are probably a bit better than 
they were a month ago. Tile gears of 
the economy are beginning to mesh 
and do their job, but the whole piece of 
machinery still needs a lot of tuning

Dear Mr. E.:

Marked 
obesity and varicose veins, especially 
in people who stand on their feet all 
day, can produce such swelling. 
Women in the premenstrual phase 
sometimes develop temporary ac­ 
cumulation and retention of fluid in 
their body tissues. 
There are other more complicated 
reasons for persistent swelling of the 
legs and feet. I do not mean to frighten 
you by telling you and my readers that 
people with chronic heart disease, 
kidney disease and lung conditions or 
severe liver disorders may also have 
such swelling. 
I mention these so that you can 
recognize the need for a thorough 
examination in order to pinpoint the 
exact cause. It is very likely that your 
problem is not a serious one.

Statehouse Rem odeling Set 
Despite Threats O f V eto

Democratic legislative leaders will go 
ahead with plans to remodel the 
Statehouse nex t summer despite GOP 
Gov. J am es A. Rhodes’ likely veto of 
the required appropriation, they say . 
House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe J r., 
D-8 9 New Boston, said he deplored 
Tuesday comments by Rhodes that the 
renovation isn’t needed because of 
available space in the new 41-story 
State Office Tower across the street 
from the capitol. 
The Democrat-controlled legislature 


long planned projedf which, among 
other things, would give senators and 
rep resen tatives private offices in 
capitol building space formerly oc­ 
cupied by agencies now in the tower. 
The 
g overnor 
has 
asked 
the 
legislature to find a separate $12 
million appropriation to make up rent 
deficits in the sky scraper, say ing the 
lawmakers’ failure to do so would 
jeopardize Ohio’s credit in financial 
markets. 
Riffe said he fails to understand 
Rhodes’ 
position, adding that the 
is seeking $12 million to finance the 
decision to locate leg islative offices in 
the Statehouse and to put elected state 
officials—ex cept the governor— into 
the tower, along with administrative 
ag encies, was made “ when he was 
governor before.” He said “ a lot of Re­ 
publicans” made commitments to the 
plan, and that he would ex pect to have 
enough support to override a Rhodes 
veto. 
The speaker said Rhodes, in the late 
19 60s, “ stated he had no objections 
when all these decisions were m ade.” 
He added that the tower was “ his 
(Rhodes’) idea, his baby .” 
„ Rhodes told a news 
conference , 
earlier Tuesday he is opposed to the 
remodeling and an accompany ing plan 
to demolish the Statehouse Annex - 
because the tower has three floors still 
unoccupied. “ We have space over 
there now that we can’t rent,” he said. 
If a bill appropriating remodeling 
funds were to come to him, “ I’d veto it, 
as of today .” 
Riffe said Rhodes has been remiss in 
not filling the tower with his own ad­ 
ministrative agencies, including some 
which refused to move because they 
could rent cheaper quarters in the 
private sector. “ He has full authority 
to order agencies under his control into 
that tower," he added. 
The 
g overnor, 
in 
response 
to 
questions, indicated g en erally he 
thinks the legislature stay s in session 
too long. “ 1 think we’re over legislated 
at different tim es,” he said. 
Rhodes also said Ohio’s citizens may 
be better served if fewer laws were 
passed. “ I don’t know of any thing they 
have passed that didn’t cost money , 
unless it was some resolution,” he 
added. 
The leg islatu re sw itched from 
biennial to annual sessions in 19 69 
partly at the urging of Republicans 
who at the time had controlled both 
chambers for a decade, including most 
of Rhodes’ first two terms as governor, 
Democrats noted.

52,000 O hioans draw ing ex tended 
federal unemploy ment benefits may 
lose the compensation because of an 
improved job picture. 
But none of the 52,000 will be hurt 
immediately , 
according to 
Beman 
Pound, unemploy ment compensation 
director in the Bureau of Employ ment 
Services. 
Pound said the phaseout period lasts 
until the end of March. Until that time, 
persons w ill collect supplem ental 
benefits. H ow ever, new ly jobless 
cannot be added to the lists.

dropped below the 5 per cent used to 
trigger the benefits, is ex pected to inch 
up, starting the pay ments again.

But none of the 52,000 will be hurt 
immediately, according to Beman 
Pound, unemployment compensation 
director in the Bureau of Employment 
Services. 
Pound said the phaseout period lasts 
until the end of March. Until that time, 
persons w ill collect supplemental 
benefits. However, newly jobless 
cannot be added to the lists.

CINCINNATI ( AP) —■ For four years 
Jeff Zavac charged down the steps of 
Nippert Stadium in cadence with the 
University of Cincinnati marching 
band in pregame shows. He never 
stumbled. 
The 21-year-old music major from 
Toledo is blind—since birth. He recalls 
his experiences with the band “ have 
been a little scary. But so is life. If I 
thought about everything I did, I 
wouldn’t get much done.” 
Zavac marched with the band, ex­ 
cept in complicated halftime for­ 
mations, by keeping his ear attuned to 
the drums. 
The pregame formations at Cin­ 
cinnati start with a battery of drum­ 
mers beating furiously under the goal 
posts in the closed end of the stadium 
The band members charge down the 
more than 150 steps and fall into place 
in formation and march briskly down 
the field. 
They also march in numerous 
parades throughout the city. 
Zavac, who specializes in the 
saxophone, knows his place in for­ 
mation by the sound of the drums. 
“ My hearing is developed,” he said. 
“ If I were given back my sight, it 
wouldn't be developed enough to see 
the things you do.” 
Zavac learned music by ear when he 
was 10-years-old. “ Once I learned the 
fingering, I’d practice and the next 
week I’d have the song learned." 
He also plays with the UC Con­ 
servatory of Music’s jazz and sym­ 
phonic groups He learns all his band 
music by playing along with the person 
next to him. “ It gets tricky starting 
and stopping,” he said. 
“ The best things have happened to 
me since I ’ve been with the band." He 
listed them as an opportunity to 
march with the band: “ The marching 
band people were my first friends. 
They helped me to feel a part of the 
university. It was because of them I 
could feel good enough about myself to 
be myself.” 
Along with a contagious, cheerful 
personality. Zavac has had what he 
calls “ a heck of a lot of good breaks.” 
This year he played a solo at the 
World Series during one of the games 
between the Cincinnati Reds and the 
Boston Red Sox. 
He also has had opportunities to sit 
in with local jazz groups. 
Those, 
he said, are peak, 
in­ 
spirational experiences He also plays 
flute and clarinet. He said these are a 
necessity for a jazz musician. 
His ambition is to become a soloist 


with a big band. 
“ I have to be a soloist,” be said. “ I 
can’t read music.

Was he convinced that Landry’s way 
of doing things is more successful, or 
has he simply accepted it as a way of 
life?- “ I’ve accepted it,” he said 
pointedly. 
All of the Cowboys’ quarterbacks 
have accepted it, starting with little 
Eddie LeBaron and Don Meredith 
when the franchise was bom in 1960 
with Landry at the helm. There were 
times, in fact, when Landry alternated 
quarterbacks on every play.

Aspirin Danger R e p o rte d

An increasing number of urban 
Americans are placing bars on win­ 
dows and multiple boh locks on doors 
to keep burglars out. Some have found 
out too late that the devices can create 
a deadly prison of flames. 
Firemen across the nation 
tell 
harrowing tales of families, Including 
scores of children, trapped in smoke- 
choked rooms by metal window grates 
and key-operated deadbolt “ safety” 
locks. 
“ The real problem is that people 
don’t realize what happens to them in 
smoke and fire,” said C.G. Nunnelly, 
the fire chief in Birmingham, Mich. 
“ Fire investigators in the past just 
attributed deaths to smoke and left it 
at that, rather than wonder why the 


victims failed to get out.” 
In many cases the victims got to 
windows but were imprisoned by their 
own bars. Others have been found 
slumped against doors locked from the 
inside with a key. In the rush to get out 
they forgot or couldn’t find the key. 
Fire marshals in urban areas con­ 
tacted by The Associated Press in an 
informal survey shared the same 
general reaction: “ We can’t tell you 
not to bar your windows, but there are 
better ways to protect your home.” 
Several cities, such as San Francisco 
and New York, have codes restricting 
the type of grates that can be put on 
windows, but door locks aren’t as 
strictly regulated. 
In New York City, fire department 
spokesmen reported from 10 to 20 
deaths a year—up to 10 per cent of all

Michigan occurred in Avon, a suburb 
northwest of Detroit, in December 
1974. Firemen found the bodies of a 
man and his three children—ages 12, 
14 and 16—six feet from a door locked 
with a deadbolt that was key-operated 
inside and out. 
Such locks are designed to prevent a 
burglar from opening a small hole in 
the door, reaching in and unlocking it. 
“ If you have too many locks on the 
door, especially double-keyed locks, 
you may not be able to find the keyhole 
in an emergency fire situation,” said 
Sgt. I.ee Tracy of the Beverly Hills, 
Calif., police. 
In Beverly Hills and Los Angeles 
three deaths in as many months and 
four in a year have been attributed to 
window bars. The Ix>s Angeles City 
Council recently took action to curb the 
toll by ordering that window bars be 
removable from the inside without the 
use of any special tool or key. 
Beverly Hills is famed for its 
wealthy residents, but in most cases 
neighborhoods with window bars have 
been low-income, high-crime areas 
where people fear not only burglars 
but rapists and other attackers more 
than they fear fire, the officials 
agreed. 


I xm s Angeles Fire Inspector Gilbert 
Iindley said he can’t blame people for 
being afraid. 
“ Take a case like the Westside 
Rapist,” he said of the 33 unsolved 
attacks and 10 murders that still haunt 
elderly women in west-central Los An­ 
geles. “ They think, ‘Put up bars,’ but 
that really isn’t the answer.” 


“ I ’m an elderly woman, and they 
(bars) make me feel secure,” said one 
San Bernardino, Calif., resident. “ I 
can sleep with my doors open in the 
summertime and feel perfectly safe.” 
“ For one thing, you can get smoke 
detectors,” said Iindley. He said there 
are sophisticated computer-telephone 
systems which automatically notify 
police or fire agencies in the event of 
intruders or fires. 
You pay according to the so­ 
phistication of a wide range of devices 
that can be installed, such as electric 
eyes, listening devices, heat sensors 
and a variety of alarms, silent and 
noisy. Most of them currently are 
more expensive than simple window 
bars, perhaps one reason why low- 
income areas opt for the grates. 
Of course the more complicated 
devices often result in an increase in 
false alarms and “ accidental trips,” 
said Lt. Jack Yeske of the police de­ 
partment in San Marino, Calif., an 
exclusive suburb of Los Angeles.

homeowners) can afford them,” 
Iindley said. 
In Atlanta, Ga , and elsewhere, there 
are concerted efforts to educate the 
public about fire safety measures. 
“ We’ve had a campaign under way 
here to preplan fire escape routes and 
to utilize a window in the escape 
route,” said Atlanta Fire Marshal J. B. 
Gossett. Barred windows are therefore 
discouraged, he said. 
But if one must put bars on a win­ 
dow, select “ security gates that ac­ 
tually swing open," said Bevery Hills 
Fire Inspector James Anderson. 
“ We’re looking at them,” he said. 
“ Companies bring them to us. The 
ideal would be a gate, hinged like a 
door, that opens out — a strap hinge 
with the pin protected, that is covered 
so burglars can’t get to it.” 
He said a knob-operated latch also 
would be preferable, “ like turning a 
doorknob. One turn and it opens.” 


Beverly Hills was the scene of the 
mast recent death attributable to 
burglar-proofing. Muriel Steinmetz, 
70, was found in her bathroom next to a 
barred window. She had suffered 
third-degree bums and was overcome 
by smoke.

CLEVELAND (AP)-The use ot 
aspirin 
in 
combination 
with 
methotrexate, a cancer-treating drug, 
can produce potentially lethal results, 
a Cleveland doctor reports. 
Dr. Mark A. Mandel, director of the 
division of plastic surgery at Univerity 
Hospital and a Case Western Reserve 
University professor, said meth­ 
otrexate, used “ in carefully calculated 
doses over a period of time...acts by 
interfering with the production of both 
normal and cancer cells.” 
The drug is changed into a more 
active form when it combines with 
aspirin or other salicylates commonly 
found in pain-relieving drugs, the 


doctor and his research assistant, Me­ 
lanie Zuik, reported. 
They said the combination affects 
normal cells that protect the body 
against infectious diseases and “ may 
produce a dramatic adverse reac­ 
tion.” 
“ It is clear that salicylates greatly 
increase methotrexate toxicity and 
that a potentially lethal drug in­ 
teraction 
exists,” 
Mandel 
said 
inreporting the findings in the 1975 
publication, “ Surgical Forum.” 
A patient’s life could be threatened 
in the most serious cases, he said.

Aspirin Danger Reported

An increasing number of urban 
Americans are placing bars on win­ 
dows and multiple bolt locks on doors 
to keep burglars out. Some have found 
out too late that the devices can create 
a deadly prison of flames. 
Firemen across the nation tell 
harrowing tales of families, including 
scores of children, trapped in smoke- 
choked rooms by metal window grates 
and key-operated deadbolt “ safety” 
locks. 
“ The real problem is that people 
don't realize what happens to them in 
smoke and fire,” said C.G. Nunnelly, 
the fire chief in Birmingham, Mich. 
“ Fire investigators in the past just 
attributed deaths to smoke and left it 
at that, rather than wonder why the 


victims failed to get out.” 
In many cases the victims got to 
windows but were imprisoned by their 
own bars. Others have been found 
slumped against doors locked from the 
inside with a key. In the rush to get out 
they forgot or couldn’t find the key. 
Fire marshals in urban areas con­ 
tacted by The Associated Press in an 
informal survey shared the same 
general reaction: “ We can’t tell you 
not to bar your windows, but there are 
better ways to protect your home.” 
Several cities, such as San Francisco 
and New York, have codes restricting 
the type of grates that can be put on 
windows, but door locks aren’t as 
strictly regulated. 
In New York Q ty, fire department 
spokesmen reported from IO to 20 
deaths a year—up to IO per cent of all

Firemen found the bodies of a 
man and his three children—ages 12, 
14 and 16—six feet from a door locked 
with a deadbolt that was key-operated 
inside and out. 
Such locks are designed to prevent a 
burglar from opening a snail hole in 
the door, reaching in and unlocking it. 
“ If you have too many locks on the 
door, especially double-keyed locks, 
you may not be able to find the keyhole 
in an emergency fire situation,” said 
Sgt. lice Tracy of the Beverly Hills, 
Calif., police. 
In Beverly Hills and I/» Angeles 
three deaths in as many months and 
four in a year have been attributed to 
window bars. The I rn Angeles City 
C ouncil recently took action to curb the 
toll by ordering that window bars be 
removable from the inside without the 
use of any special tool or key. 
Beverly Hills is famed for its 
wealthy residents, but in most cases 
neighborhoods with window bars have 
been low-income, high-crime areas 
where people fear not only burglars 
big rapists and other attackers more 
than they fear fire, the officials 
agreed. 
law Angeles Fire Inspector Gilbert 
lindley said he can’t blame people for 
being afraid. 
"Take a case like the Westside 
Rapist,” he said of the 33 unsolved 
attacks and IO murders that still haunt 
elderly women in west-central I .os An­ 
geles. “ They think, 'Put up bars,’ but 
that really Isn’t the answer.” 


“ I’m an elderly woman, and they 
I bars) make me feel secure,” said one 
San Bernardino, Calif., resident “ I 
can sleep with my doors open in the 
summertime and feel perfectly safe.” 
“ For one thing, you can get smoke 
detectors," said lindley. He said there 
are sophisticated computer-telephone 
.systems which automatically notify 
police or fire agencies in the event of 
intruders or fires. 
You pay according to the so­ 
phistication of a wide range of devices 
that can be installed, such as electric 
eyes, listening devices, heat sensors 
and a variety of alarms, silent and 
noisy. Most of them currently are 
more expensive than simple window 
bars, perhaps one reason why low- 
income areas opt for the grates 
Of course the more complicated 
devices often result rn an increase in 
false alarms and “ accidental trips,” 
said U . Jack Yeske of the police de­ 
partment in San Marino. Calif., an 
exclusive suburb of Los Angeles. 
“ There are more sophisticated 
methods, 
and 
they 
(w ealthier 


homeowners) can afford them ,” 
lindley said. 
In Atlanta, Ga., and elsewhere, there 
are concerted efforts to educate the 
public about fire safety measures. 
“ We’ve had a campaign under way 
here to preplan fire escape routes and 
to utilize a window in the escape 
route,” said Atlanta Fire Marshal J. B. 
Gossett. Barred windows are therefore 
discouraged, he said. 
But if one must put bars on a win­ 
dow, select “ security gates that ac­ 
tually swing open,” said Bevery Hills 
Fire Inspector James Anderson. 
“ We’re looking at them,” he said. 
“ Companies bring them to us. The 
ideal would be a gate, hinged like a 
door, that opens out — a strap hinge 
with the pin protected, that is covered 
so burglars can’t get to it.” 
He said a knob-operated latch also 
would be preferable, “ like turning a 
doorknob. One turn and it opens." 


Beverly Hills was the scene of the 
most recent death attributable to 
burglar-proofing. Muriel Steinmetz, 
70, was found in her bathroom next to a 
barred window. She had suffered 
third-degree burns and was overcome 
by smoke.

can produce potentially lethal results, 
a Cleveland doctor reports. 
Dr. Mark A. Mandel, director of the 
division of plastic surgery at Univerity 
Hospital and a Case Western Reserve 
University professor, said meth­ 
otrexate, used "in carefully calculated 
doses over a period of time...acts by 
interfering with the production of both 
normal and cancer cells." 
The drug is changed into a more 
active form when it combines with 
aspirin or other salicylates commonly 
found in pain-relieving drugs, the 


doctor and his research assistant, Me­ 
lanie Zuik, reported. 
They said the combination affects 
normal cells that protect the body 
against infectious diseases and “ may 
produce a dramatic adverse reac­ 
tion.” 
“ It is clear that salicylates greatly 
increase methotrexate toxicity and 
that a potentially lethal drug in­ 
teraction 
exists,” 
Mandel 
said 
inreporting the findings in the 1975 
publication, “ Surgical Forum.”

businesses are in the village now? How 
much has the village grown during the 
past century? 
The students learned the village was 
founded in 1854 by Benjamin Stout. 
In order to be sure the replica of the 
village was accurately constructed, 
“ survey crews” of five students rode 
about the village with their teacher, 
sketching a map of each street and 
taking notes about each house. This 
was done during recess periods. 
“ I was pleased to see how en­ 
thusiastic and observant each crew 
was,” commented Mrs. Weibel. “ Not 
one person complained about doing 
this during the noon recess.” 
Notes were made about 166 hpuses 
and as their model grew, they soon 
found they would not have enough 
space for the entire village. The 
replica now consists of 137 buildings 
made from re-cycled milk cartons, 
cans, drinking straws and other 
materials. Some of the newer homes at 
each end of the village could not be 
included. 
Having learned the names of some of 
Stoutsville’s pioneer families, one 
student crew explored the 
old 
cemetery where they noticed a 
number of children’s tombstones. This 
led to a discussion about medical 
discoveries and added such words as 
“ epidemic” and “ Vaccination” to the 
growing vocabulary list of the 
students, library books and other 
source materials on many related 
subjects were read by the students. 
Other projects yet to be undertaken 
include a bulletin board time line, a 
photo display of old and new houses 
and student booklets summarizing 
information learned.
